THE GILLEYS AND DAYS IN 


Three of the Former Killed and One 


Sounding the Income. 


Its Relations to Lands an 
Rentals.

Real Estate d Such Was Not In- 
tended be Taxed by 
Gongress. 


Atty.-Gen. Oles Critical Analysis 
of the Intemt of the Act—Whit- 
ney and Choate also Dis- 
the Question.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The second 
day’s rehearing @f the income-tax cases in 
the Supreme Court today began with As- 
sistant Attorney-General Whitney in the 
midet of bis arguments for reversal of the 
formal opinion of the court on the question 
of the validity @f the Federal tax on in- 
comes derived from rents. All seats on 
the bench were @gain occupied today as 
yesterday, and visitors crowded the court- 
room. Whitney said his historical brief 
which he had promised yesterday had not 
reached him from the printer, but he had 
already gone most as far into the question 
as he should im qupting English precedents 
orally and giving facts as to the meaning 
ot various words and phrases used in 
taxation. He said that his statement of 
facts would be fis principal argument, 
and he believed that in a case of the char- 
acter of the Imcome-tax cases facts were 
the best argument that could be made. 

He claimed that the weigh: of evidence 
was to the following account: 

First—The word “‘duty’’ had a legal defi- 
nition. The phrase “direct tax had none, 
but was borrowed from political economy. 

Second—A specific personal property tax, 
specific real property tax and specific in- 
come tax were each a duty within the 
meaning of the Constitution. A general 
tax on all personal property at valuation 
was not a duty, impost or excise at all, 
nor ‘waa it a direct tax in political econ- 


omy. | 

“Phird—A e real property tax 
would — — been considered an 
indirect tax. 

Fourth—A general income-tax property, 
so-called, was unknown at the time of 
| the adoption of the Constitution, but was a 
duty within its meaning. 


Fiftth—A personal property or 
specific income was a duty and not a 
direct tax. * 


that it was 
very difficult of classification. ~ It ¢ould only 
be shown thoroughly by going through the 
statutes of the thirteen States as he had 
gone through those of Great Britain: He 
quoted frequently from the report of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Wolcott, made in 
1796, in which that official states that the 
system was entirely different in various 
States, and some of the States were almost 
without any form whatever. In North 
Carolina, for instance, lands were taxed 
uniformly; in South Carolina, by districts,

He directed especial mention to Wolcott's 
report, saying that his explanation was 
clear, and, while he did not use the term 
“direct taxes“ in the meaning, de 
gave it the meaning of the political econo- 
mists. He said there had been no income 
tax in any of the States prior to the con- 
vention, unless it was in Delaware, and con- 
cerning that State there was apparently 
doubt. The system in use in most of the 
States was that of rating land for tax pur- 
poses at an annual valuation. Summing 
it up, he said that the main result of the 
examination of the systems in the vari- 
ous States had been negative in character 
and had shown first, that the systems were 
so different that it was hard to determine 
how they did pay their taxes, and, sec- 
ondly, that there was no settled meaning 
to the word duty.“ Same tax was a 
duty at one place and an excise at an- 
other. 

Whitney argued at great length to show 
that the present income tax ie not a tax 
imposed on land nor on rents, because they 
are derived from land, but on property of 
all kinds accruing to the owner within the 
year, irrespective of source. In the ques- 
tion of uniformity, he said that he had 
nothing to offer that had not been given 
in the original hearing, but he repeated 
some of these, for the purpose, as he said, 
of setting the opposing side right as to 
the position of the government. 

Whitney contended against the theory 
of personal uniformity as intended by the 
Constitution. He argued that, so far as 
corporations are concerned, the theory of 
individual uniformity would net be ap- 
plied to them. In estimating the profits 
of an individual, no account was taken of 
his time; he did not pay himself for man- 
aging his own business; yet corporations 
paid salaries to their officers for managing 
the business. In considering the matter 
of fairness of incomes below $4000, Whit- 
ney asserted that the court had never as- 
sumed to declare that Congress had in 
any case exercised its discretion in any 
manner unreasonable and intimated that 
it never would go to that length. It ap- 
peared to be the undereurrent of Whit- 
ney’s remarks that the government did 
not contend that the exemptions of certain 
classes of corporations were just. 

He referred tothe authorities, however. 
to show that the Supreme Court had held 
that individual corporations might be ex- 
empted by name even from taxation. Mr. 
Whitney finished at 2:20 o’clock with a 
very brief peroration and Atty.-Gen. Olney 
addressed the court. He said: 

“I fully appreciate the liberality of the 
court, both in according this rehearing and 
in the matter of the time allowed for 
argument. I realize at the same time 
that it cannot be fairly taken advantage 
of merely to reiterate considerations al- 
ready fully presented, and that it should 
be availed of only for the new matter 
proven to be important but which, so far 
as the government is concerned, has thus 
far been practically untouched. pres- 
emt posture of the case I coneéive to be 
this: The contention of the government 
at the former hearing was that the valid- 
ity of the general income-tax law could 
not de draw into in question, being con- 
Clusively settled by repeated adjudications 
of this court as well as by the uniform 
and long-continued practice of the other 
departments of the government. 

“That contention has been sustained, 
though by an equally-divided- court, with 
two exceptions. One related to the income 
on State and municipal securities and pre- 
sents a question which I do not ask to he 
rebeard at this time.

“It is important to bear in mind the pre- 
cise question. It is not whether there may 
not be a tax on rents which must not be 
deemed to be a tax on land producing them. 
It is not whether a land tax measured by 
rents or rented values may not be the 
most efficient and most scientific method 
of taxing land. The question is, does this 
income-tax law create a tax which is 
necessarily to be deemed a tax on real 
estate? For answer, the best source of jn- 
formation is, of course, the statute Itself. 
The most superficial examination shows 
that no real estate tax, ae such, is in- 
tended by Congress. If it had been there 
would have been a provision for the ap- 
praisement by rental value or otherwise 
of vacant and unproductive land. If it 
had been, there would have been provis- 
ion for the appraisement by rental value 
or otherwise of houses and grounds which 
are occupied as homesteads and for pur- 
poses of private enjoyment and pleasure.

The 
millionaire, with a half-million-dollar man- 
sion in. the city and an equally costly resi- 
dence by the seaside, pays nothing under 
this law. The manufacturer or the ral 
road corporation, the very basis of whose 
business is the interest in real estate or- 
cupied and used therefor, pays nothing un- 
der this law on account of such real estate. 
It is impossible to contend, therefore, that 
this law contemplates real estate as such 
as the subject of the tax imposed by it. If 
there could be a possible doubt on that 
point, it is excluded by the enumeration 
of the subjects for the tax contained in 
sec. 28. Fach and every one is personal 
property, and so carefully is the dtatinc- 
tion observed that when the clause impos- 
ing the succession tax is reached it ia ex- 
pressly limited to ‘money and the value of 
all personal property acquired by the sift 
of inheritance.’

of the lew, is R true that Congress has 
stultified ftseif? Is it true that it has 
managed to do the very thing that K meant 
‘os avoid doing? That is supposed to be 
the result because a taxpayer's rents are 
placed among thec onetituents of bis tax- 
able tcomé.

The statute, he mid, cannot be looked 
at in that ‘way. It is not a statute Smpos- 
ing a tax upon a particular class of per- 
gons, namely, landlords, in respect to 4 
particular source of income, namely, rents. 
It us a statute—special exemptions being 
not now considered—it is a statute taxing 
all pereons having incomes in respect of 
all sources of incomes. The taxpayer pays 
this year according to s money-spending 
ability of last year, and it ts entirely con- 
eaivable that a man who this year does not 
u cont and is without a  cent's 


estate, for no other reason than that last 
year’s rens form part of the yardstick by 
whith this year’s monmey-spending oapicity 
is measured. A greater error, I eubmit, 
could not easily be committed. 

“Tf the dietinction between personality 
and reality in the matter of taxation is 
made by the Constitution itself, and that 
is a necessary assumption of the argu- 
ment, where does this court get the 
authority to set it aside as a matter of 
form? No such authority exists. It may 
be a tax upon personality in the shape of 
rents is the same thing to the landlord 
pecuniarily as a tax upon the land itself. 

“But landlords are not the only parties 
concerned. The whole people are inter- 
ested, since to them it is of the first im- 
portance that the Constitution should be 

in its entirety, and that no 
branch of the government should under- 
take to deal with any part of it as a mere 
matter of form. It is intimated that, 
logically speaking, if a tax on real estate 
is a direct tax, so is a tax on personal 

property, and that if a tax on rents is a 
tax on real estate, so is a tax on interest 
and dividends a tax on the capital pro- 
ducing them. 

“In 1796 the fathers of the republic 
said: ‘Here is a Constitution of govern- 
ment; not a metaphysical treatise.’ It de- 
Chares certain taxes must be apportioned; 
the tax before us is not in its nature ap- 
portionable without violating every princi- 
ple of taxution, therefore it is not a tax 
which is required to be apportioned... If 
this rule of 1796 were now to be followed, 
the cases now at the bar would present 
no difficulties. In lieu of it, however, and 
the flagrant inequality of e working 
of the new doctrine being ly admitted, 
what we are presented with is the sug- 
gestion that it is not for current, every- 
day use, but is to be applied only in ex- 
traordinary emergencies. What is the 
value of this suggestion? Legally speak- 
ing, nothing, of course. 

“I will nct prolong the oral discussion. 
There are important questions, of course, 
to which I have not spoken, but they 
were either argued fully at the former 
hearing or have been completely covered 
by the present time by the able and learned 
argument of my associate. I leave the 
case to the court, therefore, at this point, 
feeling sure of this at least, that if any 
consideration which could help save the 
government the imtegrity of one of its 
most important powers has failed to be 
developed, the failure cannot be attributed 
to any want of appreciation of the oaase, 
nor any intention not to give to it the 
most careful attention and study.” 

Attl.-Gen. Olney concluded at 3:10 o’clock 
and was immediately followed by Choate, 
who began the concluding argument for 
the appellants in the case. Choate’s man- 
‘ner of introducing his remarks was 
strikingly peculiar. He began as if in the 
middle of a sentence, or as if he intended 
to complete a sentence begun and un- 
finished by either Mr. Omey or Whitney. 

“But,” said be, “if the court please, 
we are in a court of law and the court of 
Constitution and not engaed in a masquer- 
ading performance. Nor are we a political 
assembly, as Mr. Whitney seemed to think, 
in whose presence his chief (Mr. Olney) 
might be proceeding for ap amendment of 
the Constitution to get rid of what he calle 
this effete doctrine of apportionment. 

Why is it.“ he asked, “that the country 
is holding its breath for the decision on 
the second hearing of this case? Why 
are the le from end to end of the 
country eager to hear the definite, and 
let us hope, the fina! verdict in the case? 
The reason is found in the fact that the 
entire country is deeply concerned to know 
whether the eafeguards which had been 60 
dearly purcased by our fathers were to be 
preserved by the present or future genera- 
tions, or to be trampeled under foot and 
denied to us. 

Choate then began his real argument, 
saying that as far as practicable he would 
take up the question where it had been 
left off by the former decision. He did not 
intend to surrender an advantage gained 
by the former decision, and would regard 
it as settled and fixed that incomes from 
municipal and State bonds could not de 
taxed. With the point as to the public 
bonds settled, all the conundrums itovolved 
leaving the political ques- 


tions to take care of themselves. The de- 
cision meant that the court conceded the 
inherent rights of towns, counties and 
States to borrow money and that the Fed- 
eral government could not interfere with 
this right by crippling and weakening in- 
strumentalities of their credit. 

Choate ridiculed the position of the gov- 
ernment that a tax on rents was not a tax 
on lami. The decision already rendered 
met this objection completely. ‘A most 
careful brief had been filed on the ques- 
tion of direct taxation. The government 
had made the best anewer that it could 
and that answer was not much and Choate 
added:. What is Mr. Whitney's idea of a 
direct tax? Obviously he has none. He 
said there was no such thing. Duties ha 
always been synonymous with taxes.” 

Tt had been the fortune of the Supreme 
Court to decide great questions on narrow 
phrases. The Constitution was a consti- 
tution of enumerations, not definitions. The 
Constitution did not define a direct tax. 
At this mt the court adjourned and 

will conclude his argument tomor- 
Tow.

CHICAGO, May 7.—The statement made 
at the Trades and Labor Assembly Sun- 
day that women and young children 


worked in Chicago's brickyards appears 
to have a foundation in fact. No one 
connected with the industry denies that 
women work in the yards, but say that 
their work is mostly what is technically 
called “packing brick.“ 
This consists of turning the bricks over 
and piling them up in rows. It does not 
sound like very hard work, but when it” 
comes to either stacking or turning over 
30,000 bricks a day it will be seen that the 
task would tax the back of many 4 man. 
Most of the rough labor is done by Poles 
and it is said that this is mostly the race 
which allows its women to work in the 
yards. Contrary to expectation, it is 
neither widows nor single women who do 
the work, but the wives and mothers of 
families, who labor in the yards right de- 
side their husbands. 
Not much can be learned from the em- 
ployees themselves, but the police who 
have traveled around the yards tell bad 
tales. They say that it is no uncommon 
sight to see little girls turning bricks who 
are so tired that they crawl on all fours 
from one pile to another. Their backs 
are bowed and bent and they cry when 
they try to stand up straight. The women 
for their work are paid $6 a week. The 
children get $3, or rather their parents 
get it. Owing to the hours in the yards 
the school inspectors can do nothing be- 
cause most of the children attend the 
afternoon school. Work at the brickyards 
begins at 3:30 or 4 o'clock in the morning 
and is over when the sun gets up—about 
10 little children can

A HORRIBLE SCANDAL. 


Why Benjamin Ratcliffe Killed the 
Como School Directors.

COMO (Colo.,) May 7.—The coroner’s 
jury today found the killing of School Di- 
rectors Wyatt.

THE CLAN MAOKENZIE. 


Awards of Lower Courts Temporarily 
Set Aside at Washington.

PORTLAND (Or.,) May 7.—A telegram 
from Washington to a legal firm of this 
city says that the United States Supreme 
Court has revised the decision of the late 
Judge Sawyer in the Clan Mackenzie case 
and remanded it for further proceedings. 

On the night of December 26, 1889, the 
steamer Oregon, on its way to San Fran- 
cisco, crashed into the British ship Clan 
Mackenzie, which was lying at anchor near 
Coffin Rock in the Columbia River. The 
Clan Mackenzie was sunk, and two negro 
seamen named Austin and Reed were 
drowned. Libel proceedings were brought 
in the United States District Court by the 
owners of the Clan Mackenzie. A cross 
libel was filed by the owners of the Ore- 
gon for damages sustained by their vessel. 

Judge Deady adjudged that the dam- 
ages could be divided, and awarded to the 
owners of the Clan Mackenzie the sum of 
$31,392, holding that the Clan Mackenzie 
was at fault in that the watchman did not, 
on the approach of the Oregon, sound the 
ship’s bell and display a side light. This 
decision was sustained by Judge Sawyer.

Ward, the appellant, was elected District 
Attorney for the term commencing Janu- 
ary 2, 1893 and qualified. William Darby 
was elected to succeed him last November, 
qualified on November 24, and died on De- 
cember 15. After Darby’s death the Board 
of Supervisors appoihted Ward to fill the 
vacancy caused thereby, and to be Dis- 
trict Attorney for the term of office to be 
taken at 12 m., the 7th day of January, 
1895, and on the day of his appointment 
Ward qualified in due form as the ap- 
pointee to succeed Darby. 

At 3 p.m. on January 7, the Supervisors 
declared that a vacancy existed and ap- 
pointed Sweet to fill the term for which 
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Darby was elected. Sweet demanded the 
office and Ward refused to surrender it, 
and action was brought to determine the 
conflicting claims. Ward contended that 
no vacancy in the office resulted from the 
death of Darby, and if it did, it occurred 
instantly upon his death, and the Supervis- 
ors properly filled it by appointing Ward. 

The court holds that there was no va- 
cancy till January 7, the time fixed by 
law for Darby to take his office, and that 
the old Board of Supervisors could not 
fill the vacancy before it occurred, or fill 
a vacancy which would arise in the term of 
the succeeding board. The board could 
by its action neither create a vacancy hor 
by anticipation fill one which was to arise 
in the during the term of its suc- 


cessor. 

The court concludes, therefore, that the 
attempt of the first board to fill the va- 
cancy on January 23 was in excess of its 
power and void, and that the vacancy was 
properly filled by the existing board at 3 
p.m. on the 7th.

For one 
single month the clearing houses of the 
city showed a grand total of £80,000,000.’ 
Such was the towering height of the great 
house of cards which soon toppled over, 
involving as it it has done tens of thou- 
sands of Melbourne’s citizens in hope- 
leas ruin.“ 

Mr. Varley censures the banks of Mel- 
bourne as being chiefly responsible for the 
extent to which the land-gambling mania 
was carried in that city. In regard to the 
action of these banks Mr. Varley says: 

“The land boom in Melbourne could not 
bave lasted one-third the time it did but 
for the greed and selfishness of the joint 
stcok banks. At that time (1887-8) they 
held enormous sums of money, largely re- 
ceived from England and Scotland. There 
was no legitimate outlet for the use of the 
capital then in their possession. Unless 
some market was either found or fash- 

_loned — r not to say false, bal- 
ance sheets the years just n 

So scandalous was the departure from 
legitimate banking business that large 
sums of money were actually pressed upon 
numbers of men in good position in Mel- 
bourne. It was thus that thousands were 
induced to speculate and enter into the 
vortex of the destructive band boom. 
banks promised to honor the checks thus 

expended and give or increase the neces- 
fary overdrafts. Enormous sums were 
thus furnished by the banks and the 
boom raged and burned like a prairie 
fire. Of course the senseless gambling in 
land could not t. Toward the end c 
1888 a ‘hasty conference was called on the 
part of the joint stock bank Ps and 
directors, Supplies were instantly stopped 
and all available securities demanded and 
cStained. The joint stock bank screw 
was ruthlessly applied and beneath the: 
modern juggernaut of ‘responsibility to

At the time these banks 
were itterly censured by men who were 
engaged im trying to make a fortune out 
of fictitious prices of real estate. The 
banks foresaw that such an inflation could 
not possibly last and refused to encourage 
it. The history of the past seven years 
has fully justified the wisdom of their 
course. Had they imitated the Australian 
banks in pouring oll upon the fire Los 
Angeles. might today present the same 
deplorable spectacle that Melbourne does. 


COMMERCIAL. 

FRUITS IN SEASON. The fruit-stands 
are beginning to put on a summer appear- 
ance. For a number of months the only 
fruit that has been exhibited in apy 
quantity has been oranges, with some 
apples and pears that have been kept in 
cold storage, and a few strawberries dur- 
ing the past month or so. Now the gen- 
eral yellow hue of the fruit-stands is giv- 
ing way to the variegated tints of decid- 
uous fruits, such as strawberries, rasp- 
berries, blackberries, cherries, currants 
and goooseberries, a few apricots have 
also been received. The earliest came 
from that interesting section of the Col- 
orado Desert known as Palm Springs, as 
recently mentioned in The Times. These 
apricots were small, but of good flavor. 
From now on the supply of all these 
deciduous fruits, and others, will increase 
very rapidly. The outlook is for a good 


crop of all kinds of l fruits ex- 
cept apricots. ’ 


‘PLANT LEMONS. In an interesting

Goodsell, the well-known auctioneer, made 
the statement that the lemon crop of 
California and Florida combined does not 
Supply 10 per cent. of the lemons con- 
sumed in this country. If these figures 
are correct the fruit-growers of Southern 
California who have land adapted to the 
citrus fruits should lose mo time in plant- 
ing. lemons, for the double reason that 
they can make money by them and that the 
tendency to glut the orange market will 
thus be checked. It is true that lemons 
are seil on the Coast at very -low 
prices just at present, but this, as The 
Times has recently shown, is chiefly due 
to the fact chat a number of small growers 


e of the New Yorkers do so, and then 
pases the product off at a high price as 
French claret amd German Rhine wine. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE BLECTRIC ROAD. It has already 
been announced in the press that the bond- 
holders of the Los Angeles Consolidated 
Railroad Company have made a demand 
upon the trustees of that corporation that 
they shall declare all of the $3,000,000 - 
sue of bonds of the company now due and 
payable. This ie the last step before the 
assumption of the ownership of the road 


by the Los Angeles Railroad Company, the | 15 


corporation formed by the majority of the 
bondholders last March to protect their 
interests and secure control of the road. 
The new corporation has been organized to 
borrow $500,000 at any time prior to March 
16, 1898, for the purpose of making im- 
provements. The road will pass com- 
pletely into the hands of the organized 
bondholders as soon as the time for ad- 
vertising the sale expires and the sale is 
made. 

The San Francisco Chronicle gives the 
following as the heaviest bondholders of 
the company in that city: Pacific Rolling 
Mills, $660,000; San Francisco Savings 
Union, $250,000; Pacific Bank, $200,000; 
Bank of California, $160,000; Pacific Home

PRICE OF OIL. An sorts ot reports 
are being published in the papers in re- 
gard to the profits that have been made 
by the Standard Oil Company through the 
recent heavy increase in the price of petro- 
leum, which increase it appears now to be 


generally admitted was brought about 


through the manipulation of the market 
by the company. A writer in the Chicago 
Tribune, who appears to be well informed 
on the subject, gives some figures and esti- 
mates which throw an interesting light on 
the immense power that is wielded by this 
great corporation. The Tribune says: 

“The visible supply of Pennsylvania oll 
in the early spring of 1892 was 16,600,000 
barrels; in 1893 it was 11,000,000 barrels; 
in 1894, 5,300,0000; in February last, 4.900. 
000. The production in the same district 
in 1893 was 30,936.000 barrels; in 1894, 
30, 183.000. The shipments in the years 
named were larger than this: in 1894, in 
fact, they amounted to 36,000,000 barrels. 
Where did this oil come from? Clearly. 
it-would seem, the reserve oil supply was 
drawn upon to the extentof some 6,000,000 
barrels. The demand for oi] exceéded the 
supply of that article forthcoming from 
the Pensylvania fields. An opportunity 
for the Standard Company to acquire a 
larger and more profitable monopoly of 
the ofl market in this country was pre- 
sented. What did the company do? That 
is not positively known, but succeeding 
events. the circumstances which aroused 
so much attention and marked a wild spec- 
ulation in oil, with prices jumping by 
bounds to a point not known for years, 
certainly were significant. 

“In January the Standard Company's rep- 
resentative sent out notices stating that 
the. company would pay for the oil it 
bought at whatever price it saw fit in view 
of ruling prices in the markets of the 
world, regardless of the quotations in the 
markets of Pennsylvania—in Of] City. 
Pittsburgh, etc. Following upon this cm- 
large sales of oil to the Standard. It is 
but logical to suppose that these were in- 
duced by the belief that the comnany in- 
tended to offer lower prices for oll in the 
near future. At any rate, the Stendard 
rot hold of the greater part of the oil 
then outstanding. The monopoly of the 
corporation was nearly complete. and 
prices all round went up so soon as it an- 
nounced an advance, and the hunt after 
new oil began. At an advance of 5 cents 
a gallon in oil the company certainly 


reaped a large profit, for it must, at the 


time in question, have had possession. 
counting the product of both Pennevl- 
vania and Ohio fields. of nearly 25,000.009 
berrels. or 125.000.9900 fallons of reserv> 
ol. Estimating its: holdines at this ficure. 
the ſump in prices. whatever brought it 
about. meant a tidy £50,090.000 increase in 
the value of the oil the comvany had 
bought in. And this refers only to the 
kerosene held bv the Standard. Other oil 
products, of which it probably hed gener- 
ous amounts, must have netted a neat 
profit also. 

“Tt would be difficult to fix exactiv the 
profit of the Standard Company from the 
recent movement: but the estimate mad- 
above is auite within the voore'hilities. and 
with the morev realized in this way it i- 
easy to see that the monopolw can afford 
to let price< drop and. teke in more oil. 
ard 80 load itself with that product 
which it cen dispose of at s handsome n- 
erease—vunless, of course. there ere new 
and enormous flelde of off im fresh fields. 
and this is not probable, at the best. 


OIL IN GERMANY. Recent dispatches 
from Berlin state that the Germans are 
becoming very impatient and indignant at 
the large increase in price of this article 
of general consumption, which is felt more 
severely in Germany than it is in this 
country, because. in the first place. petro- 
leum is dearer there than here, while in 
the second place. the average German 
family of the middle and lower classes is 
not. as a rule, so well able to afford such 
a largely increased expenditure for one 
of the necessaries of life. It is anpounced 
that pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the German government. and that 
the latter bas vromised to see what it can 
do toward forcing the petroleum monopoly 
to charge reasonable prices for its broduct. 
It will be interesting to see whether this 
autocratic government is able to handle 
such a great monopoly more successfully 
— bas been done under American insti- 
tutions.

Fruit Crop Prospects. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—Washington 
Porter of cago arrived in this city hast 
night on his annual business trip to in- 
vestigate the fruit-crop prospects of the 
Pacific Coast. The information which Mr. 
Porter brings is of a cheering nature to 
California fruit-growers. In spite of the 
fact that the fruit crop of the Wastern 
States promises to be a good one, Porter 
believes that the fruit-farmers of Cali- 
fornia will reap a golden harvest. He was 
the first man to send a full carload of 
California fruit East, which he did in 
1869, the year the overland railroad was 
started. He was also the first man to 
start an orchard and vineyard in 
county. He says: 

“California is peculiarly the only great 
fruit State of the Union and the chances 
are ‘that California fruits at fair rates 
will yield better results this year than 
last as a whole. Times are better in the 
Bast than they were last year. As an 
evidence of this, I om quote that the first 
box of cherries which reached Chicago 
sola for %8, or nearly $1 a pound. Of 
course this was a fancy price paid for the 
first cherries in the market. In fact, I 
might say. to sum up the matter, thet 
the California fruit-grower can reasonatty 
expect better results this year than last, 
though no fancy prices will be paid. These 
statements are, of course, all conditional

CHICAGO, May 7.—There were a great 
many buying orders for wheat at the start. 
The cables brought lower quotations from 
abroad. The country is still being wet 
down in an irregular way by the numerous 
thunder-stornis, and primary market re- 
ceipts continue large for the season of 
the year. About the only bullish feature in 
the early news was the official report of 
the Kansas Agricultural Bureau. That re- 
port showed 11 per cent. smaller acreage 
sown last fall than in the year before. 
Primary market receipts were 271.000 
bushels against 259,000 bushels on Tuesday 
of last week, and 167,000 bushels on the 
corresponding day of the year before. 
Export clearances of wheat and flour for 
twenty-four hours amounted to 342,000 
bushels. The temper of the crowd was very 
bullish until after the receipt of Brad- 
street’s statement of the week’s changes 
in the world’s visible supply. and that 
proving to be a decrease of 4.100.000 
bushels, it turned the general sentiment 
and the eyes of the traders from ‘their pre- 
viously too-exclusive contemplation of the 
bearish feature of the situation. July 
opened at from 62% up to 62%, as com- 
pared wtth 62% sellers at yesterday's 
close.

THE SALOON-CLOSING ORDINANCE 
FINALLY PASSED. 

The City Council met in adjourned ses- 


sion yesterday morning, there being a fun 
attendance. 


The City Attorney presented an ordi- 
nance requiring that saloons be kept closed 
on Sundays and after midnight. The or- 
dinance, which had been presented in ac- 
cordance with instructions issued by ihe 
Council two or three weeks ago, was in its 
body as follows: 

“Section 1. All doors, entrances or other 
means of egress and ingress of and to any 
bar-room, saloon or drinking place within 
the corporate limits of the city of Los 
Angeles shall be closed and kept closed in 
such manner as to prevent ingress end 
egress to and from any such bar-room, sa- 
loon or drinking place between the hours 
of 12 o’clock midnight on Saturday night 
and 12 o'clock midnight of the Sunday fol- 
lowing, and between the hours of 12 o'clock 
midnight and 5 o'clock a.m. of every week 


“Sec. 2. Any person who, either as 
owner, agent or employee thereof, allows 
or permits any door, entrance of any other 
means of ingress and egress of any bar- 
room, saloon or drinking place to be opened 
contrary to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
in any sum not exceeding $200, or shall 
be imprisoned in the City Jail for a term 
not exceeding 100 days, or shall suffer both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. That upon any such convie- 
tion of any owner or agent or employee of 
such owner of any bar-room, saloon or 
drinking place it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Police Comm'ssioners of raid 
city to immediately thereafter revoke the 
license granted to such owner and cover- 
ing such bar-room, saloon or drinking- 
p ce.

April Health. 

The report of the Health Officer for the 
month of April shows the number of 
deaths within the city during that time 
to tmve been 119. Ot these 75 were 
males. Of the decedents 44 were be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 45 years. 
The number of deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory system was 26. One- 
fifth of the decedents had resided in the 
city less then six months and 63 per cent. 
of them had lived in the city less than 
ten years. The total number of births 
was 111 this number, including the April 
Dirths reported up to May 5 and the ad- 
ditional March births not included in the 
March report. There were reported 9 
cases of diphtheria, 19 cases of scarlet 
fever and 5 cases of typhoid fever. 

The Plumbing Inspector reports for the 
same month having issued 325 plumbing 
permits, and having made 895 inspections, 
There wore 165 drain-laying permits and 
170 drain-laying inspections. The reports 
of the sanitory inepectors show that there 
were served 139 written notices to connect 
with sewers, 488 written notices to abate 


nuisances and 1340 verbal notices to abate 
nuisances.

Judge Waldo M. York rendered hie de-

Mr. Garland moved to postpone action 
om the committee’s report until next 
Monday night, in deference to the wishes 
of Superintendent Search. — 

Mr. Kennedy spoke briefly giving his 
reasons for opposing the system. 

Mr. Fulton argued that the best informa- 
tion obtainable tends to show that the 
individual system trains the pupils to think. 
It does not merely fill their minds with 
facts and Ggures.

INDIVIDUAL METHOD.” 


The Subject of Much Controversy 
Among Teachers. 

What is now known as the “individual 
method” in public schools has been the 
subject of much controversy. Prof. Search, 
dy virtue of his position as City Superin- 
tendent of Los Angeles schools, conceived 
it wise to apply that method to the educa- 
tional system of this city, and, on assum- 
ing office, issued instructions to the teach- 
ers of all the public schools of the city, 
within his jurisdiction, to adopt that 
method and to discard all methods pre- 
viously in use. His action has been the 
subject of much comment, and it may be 
said in passing that perhaps the severest 
and most adverse criticisms on the so 
called individual method’’ have come from 
the teachers of the public schools. By 
way of contrast, The Times gives the sub- 
stance of a number of letters from vari- 
ous places and from different persons bear- 
ing on the question. They cannot de 
givep in extenso, and are only cited as 
presenting what may be termed the other 
side of the question. 

Some of the letters are from Pueblo, 
Colo., where, it has been stated, Prof. 
Search first introduced the “individual 
method.“ One of them from that point, 
signed by the principal of the High School 
and his colleagues, as also the principal 
of the Carlisle school, says that under the 
individual method both the quality and 
quality of work are superior to that done 
under the cold plan of class recitations.” 
In addition to the foregoing are letters 
sent to The Times addressed to Dr. Will- 
lam Le Moyne Wills, from which the fol- 
lowing excerpts are taken. One dated 
from Pueblo, April 18, written by a mem- 
ber of the school board of that city, says: 
“The Search method has not been changed. 
I think, however, that in some of the 
grades the superintendent has given per- 
mission to teachers to use their option. It 
is continued in the High School and our 
strongest teachers have continued the 
method, because they like it and appre- 
clate the value and importance of it.“ 

A second letter from the same point, 
Pueblo, is from one who is not a member 
of the school board. He says: “I have an 
impression that the schools are retrograd- 
ing, that the standard has been lowered, 
without reducing the cost, and that it has 
come from a departure from the methods 
inaugurated by Prof. Search.“ 

‘Another letter is one addressed to a 
well-known teacher of this city by the 
principal of the Oakland High School, in 
which the writer says: “I do not under- 
stand how the impression could have got 
out that I had tried it (the Search method) 
and had given ot up, because it is not true. 
It has been in operation in this school for 
more than a year and is considered a de- 
cided ‘improvement on the class plan.” 

A letter from the Department of Public 
Instruction of the State of California, 
dated Sacramento, April 24, bears on the 
question of the term for which the City 
Superintendent is appointed by the Board 
of Education. The letter is from Samuel 
T. Black, State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and in it he says that the At- 
torney Genera! is of the opinion that under 
the statute the City Superintendent ap- 
pointed by the Board of Education is ap- 
pointed for a term of four years.

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Large N umber of Wells Now 
Being Operated, 


Present Daily Output of Them and 
the Amount of Capital 
Invested. 


Great Importance of the Industry— 
The New Pipe Line and the 
Great Central Tank Now 
Being Constructed. 


The petroleum interests of Los Angeles 
heve attracted some considerable atten-

The question of limitations or 
boundaries is cne with which this article 
has nothing to do, its sole object being to 
tell what has been done in the develop- 
ment of the oi] industry in this city and 

ywonnected with it. 

. THE FIRST WELL. 

The opening of the first well dates fur- 
4 t 
was sunk by E. L. Doheny in November, 
“332. The results found in that first well 
were sofficient to make Mr. Doheny stay 
with it, but were hardly sufficient to en- 
courage the investment of outside capital. 
He, however, and some others whom he 
imerested in the matter, had an abiding 
faith in the oil being there, but that it 
would require capital to get it out. Things 
drifted quietly along in this way until last 
year, when some later wells sunk gave un-

In 
many cases the owners Of the properties 
were themselves the sinkers, boing en- 
oouraged in bis by getting the machinery 
and lumber necessary on easy terms. 

Today there are over 200 oil wells in 
operation, and all within that section of 
the city now known as the oll district. 
Its present area is limited, being practically 
confined within Temple street on the north, 
Third street on the south, the eastern end 
of Figueroa street on the east, and Brent 
Street, with Lakeshore avenue, cn the 
Weet. Of these wells, one company alone 
is operating twenty-four, while. at the 
present moment the same company is 
engaged in sinking twelvé more, and has 
eighteen cthers under way, the sinking 
of which has been let by contract. Besides 
these, there about fifty more wells be- 
img sunk, so the pitHebiolves are 
that within the mext three months there 
will be fully 300 wells in full operation 
in this city. Mm, 


DAILY OUTPUT. 


The present daily output is in the neigh- 
borhood of 1600 barrels of forty gallons 
each, all of which finds ready sale. At all 
pumping wells, that is to say, wells from 
which cll is being pumped, work goes cn 
day and night, there being a day shift and 
a night shift, each of tweive hours. Werk 
is also carried on at night while dri-ling, 
sufficient’ light being afforded the work- 
men from the electric lamps and the blaze 
from the furnaces. To ons not fumil.ar 
with such scenes the view presented at 
aight is a striking one. Mingled with the 
heavy chaining and creaking of the pon- 
derous walking beams, the hoarse unceas- 
ing roll of the machinery beltung, and the 
Continuous roar of the blazing petroleum 
in the furnaces is the seemingyy never- 
ending hissing of escaping steam, while 
in all directions the whole area is lit up 
by lurid flames from the burning of], dart- 
ing their forked tongues away up into the 
darkness of the night. Here and there can 
be seen the workmen moving about, some 
adjuscing parts of the machinery, others 
adding Mauid fuel to the seet tur- 
naces, while away in the distance on the 
one side can be discerned the outlines 
of the long San Gabriel Mountan chain, 
on the other the city wrapt in quiet slum- 
ber. . 

CAPITAL INVESTED. 

The amount of capital invested up to 
the present time in the oil-well industry 
in this city is estimated on a careful cal- 
culation at not less than $300,000. This 
sum does not include the value of the land 
on which the wells have been sunk. If 
the value of the lands were added it would 
bring the total value of capital repre- 
sented in these wells to considerably over 
half a million of dollars, and there is no 
doubt but that many persons familiar with 
the subject would place the amount much 
in excess of that. As already stated, the 
present gross daily yield is about 1600 
barrels, worth, exclusive of ‘cooperage, 85 
cents a barrel, representing a total gross 
daily value of $1360. Without knowing 
the actual daily running expenses for 
labor, repairs, etc., and which would have 
to be deducted from the gross value of the 
daily output, it would be impossible to 
make any accurate estimate as to the per- 
centage yield on the investment. But 
there is one point in connection with this, 
and which stands out very clear, as of al- 
most incalculable value. It is that low- 
priced fuel is the great encourager of 
auanulacturing works. Herein lies to Los 
Angeles the greatest value of these oil 
wells. If they continue to yield petro- 
leum for fue? in such quantity as to per- 
mit its sale at 85 cents a barrel it will do 
more than capital will do to encourage 
the establishment in this city of large 
manufactories. An instance of that al- 
ready exists in the Los Angeles Iron and 
Steel Company's works. It is a well- 
known fact that the promotors of that 
company were induced to establish their 
works in this city—the only one of the 
kind west of the Missouri River—because 


Pacific Coast. It will be 90 feet at its 
greatest diameter, 30 feet in height, with 
A capacity of 34,000 barrels, equal to 1.360. 
000 gallons. The pipe line will start from 
Hear the corner of Patton and Court streets 
and will be altogether, by the time it 
reaches the great central tank, nearly 
four and a half miles long. The pipe 
is of heavy iron casting four inches in 
diameter on the clear, thus allowing a 
clear flow to the oil pith but little likell- 
hood of obstruction at any time. The 
‘wagon tanks will receive their supply at 
this central tank and its proximity to 
the railroada will permit of shipments of 
oil being made to distant points at the 
minimum of cost for handling. As would 
be expected the oll is used for fuel 
in all the furnaces in the oll district, and 
it is also used for lubricating purposes, 
to which it is well adapted. 
A HBALTHY LOCALITY. 

One noticeable feature in walking among 
these wells is the absence of unpleasant 
odors. A good deal has been said about 
the unpleasant smells which have as- 
serted themselves at various times, and 
especially at night time, throughout the 
city, ani in every case they have been 
aecribed directly or indirectly to the oil 
wells. Just how much of that is correct 
it would be difficult to say, but certain 
it is that there is no evidence of such 
fact within thé limits of the oil district 
The workmen say that working in petro- 
leum ie a healthy life and certainly one 
would be led to think 80 looking at them 
for they all seem powerful, healthy-look- 
ing fellows and, barring an occasional 
emear cf oll on their faces, with com- 
plexions as clear as the masseur of a 
Hammam bath.“ One reason assigned for 
the healthiness, of the oll locality is 
that the carbolic acid fumes thrown off 
from the crude petroleum are sufficient 
to act as a disinfectant, keeping the at- 
mosphere in a constantly purified state.

FORMAL DIVISION OF THE FIRST 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.

From the One Will Come the West- 
minster and the Central—One 
Corporation Until Property 
Can be Divided. 


The Presbytery of Los Angeles contin- 
ued its meeting at 9 o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing in the Second Presbyterian Church of 
this city. The business of the day was 
the matter of the First Presbyterian 
Church dispute. The following resolutions 
were adopted in answer to the petitions 
presented to that body from those not 
agresing to the moving of the church from 
its old Ate: 

“First—That the First Presbyterian 
Church of Los Angeles be and is hereby 
divided into two church organizations. 

“Second—That so many of the First 
Presbyterian Church whose names are 
upon the petition as may desire, and 80 
many others as may hereafter sign said 
petition within the time, together with 
all others who may hereafter desire to 
unite with them by letter or upon confes- 
sion of faith in Christ, shall constitute a 
church to be known by the name of the 
Central Presbyterian Church of Los An- 
geles, or by any other name which they 
may adopt and Presbytery approve. 

“Third—That said Central Church is 
hereby ordered to meet at the Temper- 
ance Temple, Los Angeles, on May 16, 
1895, at 7:30 p.m., for the purpose of 
electing elders and five trustees, and for 
the transacting of any other business nec- 

for completing their 


essary organization, | 
and that Rev. Dr. Henderson be appointed 


to preside at said meeting. 

»Fourth— That the residue of the mem- 
bers of the First Presbyterian Church 
shall constitute also a church, to be 
known as the Westminster, or by any 
other name they may determine to adopt, 
and the Presbytery approve. 

“Fifth—That the pastor of the said 
church, Rev. Bert Estes Howard, be and 
now is, the pastor. and that the elders 
whose names do not appear on the petition 
be the session of the said Westminster 
Church, provided the church may see fit 
not to elect othewise. 

“Sixth—That the members of the said 
churches whose names are now upon what 
is known as the retired list and as such 
are not reported to the General Assem- 
bly of 1895, shall be divided equally be- 
tween these two organizations. 

“Seventh—That a commission of five 
men be appointed whose decision shall 
be final in regard to an equitable divi- 
sion of the property, and that the division 
of the funds be made before June 1, 1895. 
The commission appointed was as follows: 
Rev. Alex Parker, Rov. A. C. 
D.D.; Rev. Williel Thomson, 
Coyner and D. W. McCleod. 

After that business the call to Rev. 
Mr. McCleod was left over to the next 
stated meeting of Presbytery in Septem- 
ber, and the Presbytery then adjourned.

ment is 8 per cent. a year. 
panic of two years ago occurred, with its 
consequent business depression, the Post- 
master-General- estimated the increase of 
revenue for the following year at only 3 
per cent. But he over estimated. There 
was, in fact, no mereas, but a decrease of 
1 per cent. in postal revenues in the fiscal 
year 1894 compared with the fiscal year 
1893. The reports of postmasters for the 
first and second quarters of the fiscal year 
1895 (the last two quarters of the calendar 
year 1894) have reached the sixth auditor. 
and they show that the revenue for the 
fiscal year 1895 will be probably 7 or 8 
per cent. greater than the revenue for the 
year 1894. Unless the increase should prove 
to Be this though, a year

the postal service toward the condition of 
self-support. Only a few years ago the 
Postmaster-General believed that the day 
when postal revenues would equal postal 
expenditures was near at hand.

The only expense 
to which they will be put will be a few 
cents for the tin numbers, or they caf 
mark their houses with charcoal, if they 
prefer, but numbered they must be, or the

sound.

SANTA MONICA, May 1,—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)

An ordinance was introduced adopting 
the Lambie sewer system plans reported 
to the board in March.

A resolution was adopted authorizing 
the clerk to advertise for bids for street 
sprinkling for one, two, three or five 
years. 

An ordinance, No. 206, was introduced 
permitting saloon licenses to be paid in 
two equal installments, one in cash, the 
other on August 2. This is the method 
now in vogue. The ordinance was adopted 
by the votes of Lewis, Vawter, Jones and 
Carillo over that of Roth. 

An ordinance, No. 209; amendatory of 
the license ordinance, was introduced, 
and, striking out the provision for licens- 
ing clubrooms, was unanimously :

Live Stock in England. 


(I. c. Lilby in American Cultivator:) In 
my connection with the farmers of New 
England for many years I have always 
counselled husbanding our live stock in- 
terests, regarding it only a question of 
time when the production of beef would 
be resumed by our New England farmers. 
The present outigok, with a shortage of 
cattle in nearly every country in the 
world, substantiates the idea and should 
be a lesson to our farmers. There is no 
satisfaction in reading these advancing 
market reports, quoting beef as king in 
the price of all the farm products, unles we 
have some beef to sell or some ma- 
turing. 

This condition of affairs can be remedied 
partially by Massachusetts farmers, who 
live in close proximity to Brighton mar- 
ket, where cattle and working oxen can 
be purchased at low prices. In the rural 
districts, however, farmers must com- 
mence again by raising calves. 

I do not regard this flurry and advance 
in the price of beef and mutton as simply 
a temporary fluctuation in the market, 
but I think it is rather the ruling of that 
great law of supply and demand. which it 
will take several years to equalize. These 
forerunners of better times for cattle men 
should be hailed with joy by all. Who 
cannot remember the great prosperity of 
Eastern farming before the West robbea 
us of our profitable live stock interests? 

The magnificent and growing West 
worked mischief in more ways than one 
to New England interests. Not only did 
the West take away our most profitable 
business in raising cattle and sheep. but 
by highly-colored representations Western 
men got their hands into the money tills 
of the East to such ain extent as to cripp_e 
New England farm operations. This con- 
dition of affairs has rapidly changed of 
late. Capital, like the prodigal son, is 
coming back to the East, but so sickly in 
some instances as to need the fatted calf 
of sound Eastern investments to recover 
anything like its former self. 

I think we can see. behind the clouds 
that are fast dissolving into mist; better 
times ahead for Eastern farmers. Those 
who have held on to their old homestead 
farms are to have their turn once again. 


Growing Berries. 

David Reese, president of the Florin 
Fruit-growers’ Association, says in the 
Sacramento Bee: There is bus'nes enough 
in the berry line to employ 1000 families 
in the neighborhood of Florin. Denyer 
alone can use all the berries this county 
can raise. They use five carloads a Jay. 
They get them from Arkansas and Nortb- 
ern Texas: The berry is very much in- 
ferior to that grown here. Denver can 
take all our surpius, and when we can 
ship for 90 cents we surely are not cons‘d- 
ering rates ranging from $1.75 to $2.50." 

There are from 120 to 130 growers in 
this association. There

deciduous. fruits. From the acreage now 
in berries we can, when bersies are in 
their prime. ship on an average nine or 
ten carloads a week. The best sh’pping 
berry is the. Triumph. The hest producer 
is the Jessie berry. It is a heavy terry, 
large and finely colored, but will not 
carry. It is the best berry for local trade, 
being of. excellent flavor and quite showy.

They need about three windmills to pump 
water sufficient for irrigation. There is « 
never-failing supply of water a few feet 
below the surface. A gasoline engine is 
the best and cheapest mode of pumping. 
Sometimes there will be a day or two of 
calm, and then the berfies suffer for & 
lack of water. I have a six horse-power 
gasoline engine which runs a four- 
inch pump to its fullest capacity. It is suf- 
ficent to irrigate twelve acres, and costs 
$1.40 a day to run it. That is, it uses ten 
gallons of gasoline a day, and it costs 14 
cents a gallon laid down at my place. — 
Most of the labor performed in the berry 
patches is performed by whites. A few 
Japs and Chinese are employed, but bey 
are being steadily replaced by white labor. 
Formerly all the fabor in the vineyards 
was performed by Mongolians; now it is 
nearly all done by whites. During the past 
few years several families have 
into the neighborhood of Florin, purchased 
five or ten acre tracts, put them in berries 
and are prospering.

It is true that the peach thrives near the 
ocean; it is also true that flavor is sacri- 
ficed to size under such conditions. Thow- 
sands of people eating peaches grown on 
the lowlands have returned to the Hast 
declaring, and truthfully from their ex- 
perience, that the California peach in no 
wise compares with Eastern grown fruit. 
Apples, pears, quinces and many other 
fruits attain higher conditions near the 
ocean, while peaches, apricots and many 
others do net, and the sooner we learn and 
respect re’s laws in planting and re- 
spect people who decline to call a pump- 
kin a peach the better understanding will 
prevail. There are thousands of people in 

who will yet grow California 
pumpkins because the business pays and 
cows like them. Other thousands will 
come and grow peaches, both for profit 
and pleasure of eating. See to it that the 
pumpkin-raisers go to pumpkis-growing 
reginos and thrift and cnotent will follow.
